The  guarantee  printed  in  many  nursery  catalogues  is 
not  sufficient  protection  for  the  grower  who  plants  trees, 
waits  several  years  and  then  discovers  that  his  varieties 
are  not  true  to  name.  The  replacement  cost  of  the  trees 
is  not  sufficient  reimbursement  for  the  time  and  labor  ex- 
pended upon  such  untrue  stock.  The  nurseryman  who 
stands  back  of  his  trees  and  is  willing  to  reimburse  the 
grower  to  the  extent  of  his  loss  is  to  be  commended. 

Nursery  stock  which  is  guaranteed  true  to  name,  must 
of  necessity  cost  the  nurseryman  more  to  grow,  and  the 
buyer  must  be  willing  to  pay  the  increased  cost  of  such 
trees.  The  smaller  nurseryman  has  the  advantage  in  the 
growing  of  “true  to  name”  stock,”  over  the  larger  grower, 
because  he  can  give  the  work  his  personal  attention.
